New Year Customs

“What are you doing for New Year’s Eve?” 
ask friends, co-workers, neighbors and relatives. This 
is the season of inquiry, to compare and exchange 
ideas with everyone you know (or wish to get to know) 
and plan an ideal celebration. Whether you attend 
an extravagant bash, share a quiet evening with some¬ 
one you love or get together for the noisy but fun 
New Year’s Eve dinner with friends, celebrating New 
Year’s Eve is an American tradition. 

Tradition permeates the celebration of New 
Year’s throughout the world. Special customs linked 
with the eve and the first day of January have been 
practiced since pagan times. 

The occult world of omens and charms has al¬ 
ways been connected with this holiday. One wide¬ 
spread custom still carried out in many countries is 
“first-footing,” the superstitious belief that the char¬ 
acter of the first visitor on New Year’s Day affects 
the welfare of the household. 

More specifically, it is important that a male en¬ 
ter the house or place of business first in order 
to bring good luck. To ensure this, households would 
invite men to pay a visit first thing in the morning. 

Young lads hired to sweep the chimney, sweet¬ 
hearts of female servants and “lucky-birds,” bache¬ 
lors expected to bring a present of coals or food or 
drink, are strongly encouraged to arrive as early as 
possible on New Year’s morning. 

In Scotland, the New Year is a national holiday. 
Visiting and feasting mark “Daft Days,” New Year’s 
Day and its Eve. All kinds of pastries are eaten and, 
at the stroke of midnight, a kettle of warm, spiced 
and sweetened ale infused with spirits is passed around 
to each family member. Everyone wishes each other 
“a good health and a happy New Year.” 

The Scottish custom of “burning out the old 
year” with bonfires or clavies, fires contained in tar- 
barrels which were carried around the village and the 
fishing boats is similar to fire customs of Halloween 
which, perhaps, was once observed as a New Year’s 
Eve. The embers of these fires would be kept by the 
villagers as a charm against witchcraft. 

Poor children marched on New Year’s eve in a pro¬ 
cession called Hogmanay. Wrapped in a great sheet 
with a big pocket in front, the children would walk 
along the streets calling “Hogmanay” in hopes that 
the richer folks would give them some oaten bread. 
This custom is still practiced in Scotland and similar 
practices prevail in other countries. 

Festive New Year celebrations are held in France 
and Germany as well. In France, presents are ex¬ 
changed and the children empty their gift-laden stock¬ 
ings. On January 1, the family gathers for a great 
dinner. 

Sylvesterabend, the Eve of the New Year, brings 
dances and parties for the Germans. One popular 
ceremony at German New Year’s Eve parties is blei- 
giessen. Spoons with prepared pieces of lead are held 

ovrr candies; each guest takes his spooat'uJ and quickJy 

tosses it into a basin of water. Easily discerned shapes 
that form in the water, foretell events for the coming 
year. For example, hearts indicate a year of love, 
ships symbolize traveling. 

After dark on New Year’s Eve, Romanian boys 
and men go from house to house ringing bells, crack¬ 
ing whips and greeting everyone warmly. On the fol¬ 
lowing morning, handfuls of corn are thrown from 
the young to the old or from the poor to the rich; 
wishes of longevity and prosperity are proferred m 
hopes that a present will be granted. 

St. Basil’s Day, commemorating the first cen¬ 
tury bishop of Caesarea and a leader of the early 
Christian church, coincides with January 1st in the 
Eastern Orthodox calendar. 

In Macedonia, the future is foretold on St. Ba¬ 
sil’s Eve. A pair of olive leaves representing a young 
man and woman are placed on hot cinders. If the 
leaves crumpled up together, the young people will 
love each other, but if they separate, the reverse will 
occur. If the leaves are highly combustible, excessive- 
passion is present.

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Traditional Spanish Wedding Features Trip 
on Donkeys For La Salle instructor 


Imagine riding down the 
center of town on a donkey 
in your wedding dress. Imagine 
entertaining 250 guests for 
dinner in the town square. 
Imagine watching while friends 
cut your new husband’s tie 
into many small pieces and 
sold them one-by-one. 

It happened to Barbara 
Becker, Spanish instructor at 
La Salle School, this year when 
she married Fe'ix Talavan from 
Serrejon in the Province of 
Caceres, Spain. And it was 
all part of the tradition of an 
ancient Spanish wedding. 

The two met in 1976 when 
she was in Spain on the “Ju¬ 
nior Year Abroad” program 
at Occidental College. “In 
Spain it’s very easy to meet 
people. Salamanca is a very 
small town and we met in a 
restaurant. We started going 
out then and continued to 
write even though both of us 
were in school in different 
parts of the world,” Barbara 
said recently. 

She returned to the U.S. 
and two years later went back 
to Spain. It was then that they 
decided to be married, and 
their dream came true this 
year, after the families had 
spent time visiting each other 
in the intervening years. 

How did Felix feel about 
leaving his family and coming 
to the U.S. to live? we asked 
as Barbara interpreted since 
her new husband speaks no 
English. 

He answered in Spanish, 
“Since we met we’ve been 
ticking of coming to the U.S. 
to live. Following my ob- 
llliatory military service for 15 
months in the Air Force in 
Spain, I set about to attempt 
to learn English.” 


He is still in the learning 
process. Felix has a degree 
in psychology and is interested 
in pursuing his master’s and 
doctor’s degrees here. 

She remarked, “He’s an 
excellent cook and should open 
a restaurant.” 

Why did they go through 
all fne hassle of a traditional 
Spanish wedding since it de¬ 
manded much more prepara¬ 
tion than an American wed¬ 
ding? 

The Talavan family is very 
tradition-oriented and it seem¬ 
ed the only way to be married 
even though they had to plan 
the whole thing over the phone. 
And it was easier since both 
were Catholic. 

The night before the wedding 
a little goat was killed and the 
families entertained 30 spe¬ 
cial friends and other members 
of the families at a dinner of 
goat stew. This celebration 
lasted until 3 a.m. the next 
morning. During that dinner 
they brought out a huge pole 
and hung lanterns on it. 

“In national fiestas they 
grease the pole and try to climb 
it as part of the entertainment,” 
Barbara explained. 

And for the wedding day, 
just as in the old days, the 
family prepared the food and 
the celebration was held in 
the village where the Talavan 
family owns several businesses. 

There were two wedding 
rings and two ringbearers. 
Thirteen gold coins were pass¬ 
ed from the groom’s hands to 
her hands. There were no othet 
attendants but a godfather 
and godmother. 

The bridegroom left his 
home with his godmother and 
their guests and walked 
through the streets to the

bride’s home where they met 
her, her godfather and her 
entourage. They all left for 
the church together with cou¬ 
sins dressed in the regional 
Spanish costumes. 

Preceding the wedding party 
was a fife and drum player 
who stayed with them the en¬ 
tire day. And then they entered 
the 12th century church, San 
lldefonso, where they ex¬ 
changed vows in both Spanish 
and English so both families 
could understand.

As in modern days, they 
were showered with rice and 
confetti as they left the church, 
but when they climbed on 
the donkeys to proceed to the 
main square of the town for 
the dinner-reception, they 
knew they were back in the 
Spanish tradition once more.
